BIOGRAPHY. 
MARY JANE BADGER. 
Mrs. MARY JANE BADGER, was born in Farm. ~ton 
_H. February 26, 1798, of respectable parentage, Sue 
was the third daughter, of the late Col. Anthony Peavy of 
that ‘own. At the age of thirteen. she made a profession of 
religson, among a people known by the name of Christians. 
Her pious walk, and modest deportment while but a youth, en- 
titled her to the highest esteem of all who knew her. At 
the age of eighteen, she became united in marriage with Fld- 
er Joseph Badger; by which she became senerated from her 
dearest parents, never to see them again cn earth, Elder RB. 
felt it his duty to journey to the west, to oublish salvation to 
inhabitants in new settlements, in the western section of New- 
York state. Thither she accompanied him, by which she ex- 
changed her tender parents, brothers and sisters, for strangers. 
Her paternal roof, and place of nativity. for a habitation in a 
dist ant, and strange land. Elder B. first moved to Pittsfield 
in Qutssio county N. Y. and on the following year to Mendon 
in the same county, where Mrs. B. finished her earthly course. 
Her constitution was naturally delicate ; althoneh for two 
years while she resided in this western country. she enjoyed a 
comfortable state of health. In the spring of 1819, aw astine 
debility was first visible in her countenance: and in July fo ‘ 
lowing a council of physicians called on the occasion, pronomn- 
ced it a settled consumption. At times she en}: ryed pir! tial re~ 


_vivals to health, but the fatal cause vet remaining unremioy oth

For several months in the first part of her sickness. a des- 
ponding gloom covered her mind.

He asked her if she thought her end was 
pioh, she said, “the hour of my departure 1 is at hand.” He 
then asked her how she felt in mind, she said, “I feel compo- 
sed—f can put my ¢rust in God.” Her power of speech, ene 
tircly left her for 24 hours previous to her death. On thie 
morning of April 4th, 1820, she calmly fell asleep in Chirist, 
without a struggle.

In Mrs. B. her husband has sustained a loss which he can 
never regain. She was an amiable and affectionate eonsort 
and a help meet indeed. She never said to her husband sfc, 
when he felt it his duty to go and preach, nor com. plane dat 
his length of absence on his return, She was a striking exanis 
ple of ‘female neatuess and industry; very exain; lary y cin her 
dress, and manners, and particularly chaste, and reserved in 
her conversatien. Though she is now no more, yet her meme 
ory will live long in the hearts of the virtuous. 

This may pr obahly be read by her mother, brothers & sis- 
tersin N. H.) ‘Their Ma: ‘y, who was dear to them, they will 
see no more on earth! Her limbs are inactive, her eyes are 
closed,and her voice is mute indeath. Her body now a altens 
inthe cold grave, in the western part of New-York.
